In 1611 Bobert Shirley was received by 


King James as special envoy from Shah 
Abbas and knighted. Ho brought his Cir- 
rassian wifo with him, and a child was 
born during their residence here, to whom 
the queen and Prince Henry stood spon- 
Kors. In short, he was treated with great 
distinction. On his return next year the 
king gave him £500 and sent 'him homo 
in a line ship with an autograph letter to 
tho shah. This was so satisfactory that in 
1623 Sir Robert solicited and obtained an- 
other mission, which proved to bo no less 
agreeable. Perhaps it was tho diversions 
of tho court which tempted him to neglect 
his correspondence with the shah. At 
least that arbitrary painim took offense 
and presently dispatched another envoy. 
When this personage arrived, bo sent due 
notice to Sir Robert, who ought to havo 
left the country forthwith, but he paid no 
attention, and when No. 2 was received at 
court to his horror ho beheld No. 1 actual- 
ly in tbo presence chamber. 
Words could 


not express his indignation at this breach 
uf etiquette, though ho used tho strongest 
language in tho loudest voice. He slapped 
Sir Robert's face, and his son knocked him 
ilown in the king's presence. The incident is 
unique perhaps in the annals of diplomacy, 
.ioth parties were hurried out, and his 
najesty ordered tlieni to quit tho realm. 
They sailed for Persia in different ships. 


s he approached his native shores No. 3 
alt more nnd more strongly that lie had 
gone too far, uud at length took to an ex- 
lusivo diet of opium, whereof ho dicil in 
sight of land. 
Tho shah gave Hir Itobcrt 


an audience, but scarcely spoke to him. 
Efe even mocked his personal appearance1— 
the old English cheer had developed fat 
lerhaps or a red nose. When tho poor mun 
loard this, his distress brought on a lit of 
ipoploxy anil they buried him under tho 
threshold of his own house at Ispahan. 


But who was Sir Hubert Shirley and 


bow caine it that tho great ishali Abbas 
sent him on embassies? The story is long, 
even summarized, for ono cannot mention 
Hubert without alluding to his elder 
brothers. Among English adventurers 
they stand in the first rank. Thomas, tho 
head of hia ancient family and hoir (on 
largo fortune, served in tho low countries 
with great distinction. Then he jictud our. 
throe vessels to make private war upon tlio 
Turks, but bis reckless courage in attack- 
Ing an enormous ship, which ho capturod, 
JIOWCMT, convinced his men that ho was 
not u businesslike leader, ami they mu- 
tinied. Finally Kir Thonuis was taken 
prisoner and conllned for four years i n n 
dungeon at Constantinople, treated witb 
horriblo barbarity and ordered to uxecutiun 
at least thivo times. 
At length bis father 


ransomed him, but the man was incorrigi- 
ble. A letter to tho Karl of Shrewsbury 
states, Sept. 7, 1007: "Young Sir Thomas 
Shirley is committed to the- tower. Home 
e;iy it was for ovcrbusying hiinsulf with 
tho trallio of Constantinople, to have 
brought it into Vuniuo and tho Flori-ntini1 
territories," oto. That is the last wo hear 
of him. 


Anthony, tho second son, graduated at 


Oxford, fought in the low countries and in 
France, where Henry of Navarre dooorated 
him. 
It was on this occasion that Kllxa- 


bcth declared, "I will not havo my sheep 
marked \vitli a strange brand or suffer 
them to follow tho pipe of a, Ktrungo shep- 
herd." 
i-iir Anthony was nnjnniittcd to 


tho fleet. Then ho went buccaneering, cap- 
tured St. .Tago Hnd .liinmica, scruul with 
Kssex ut Cadiz and in Ireland, whew bo 
was knighted, and presently led a lurcc of 
picked English suliliers to Venice to sup 
port Don Cow.ro il'Kste. 
Upon arrival, 


how.'Vt'r, ho found that the disputants had 
coma to terms, and from Vonicu he. started 
for Persia. Kssex and tho company of 
Aleppo merchants supplied him 
with 


funds, for what olijcct wo do not, sro clear- 
ly, but the adventurer's resources all 
through life- were1 mysterious. Ho traveled 
iu prodigious state. 
At length bo reached 


Ispahan and gained tho shah's favor at i 
once. Ho was first named lieutenant of j 
the imperial army, but presently tho shah 
Oispatuhod him to Europe on a ru\ing mis- 
sion to stir up the Christian powers against 
the Turk. Through Muscovy, Germany, 
Italy and Spain this astonishing man trav- 
eled like a princo, receiving tho highest 
honors everywhere. ThoGernia7i emperor 
sent him as oinbassador to Marocco. 


In 'Spain ho was mado a Knight of St. 


Jago and appointed captain general of a 
fleet; comprising 200 great1 ships, besides 
galleys and small vessels, manned by 30.- 
000 sailors anil soldiers. The purpose of 
this armament is not divulged, but it 
caused such alarm that James 1 ordered 
his subject to return to England at once on 
peril of his life. 
Sir Anthony disohoyed 


the summons, but ho thought it prudent 
to resign his high command. He died in 
Spain in JGUD, magnificent to tlio last, 
though liis only visible income was a pen- 
sion of 2,000 (luctvta as a count of tho Holy 
.Roman Empire. 


Robert, the third son, accompanied his 


brother to Persia and became a great fa- 
vorito with the shah. IIo commanded tlio 
uriny in so\cr»l campaigns against the 
Turk, always victorious 
When the shah 


discovered that Anthony was making no 
progress iu tho organization of tho league, 
against Turkey, he sent Robert on the

t'ucle Sam Takes Precaution* to Seo 


THnt It Is Destroyed. 


If the majority of the American pub- 


lic wore to be told that thoy could pro- 
cure thousands aud tons of thousauda 
of dollars of United States money for n 
few cents, they would reply thut that 
was either impossible or a scheme ol 
some one to sell a gold brick. 


Yet they would be wrong in both of 


their suppositions, for it is the absolute 
truth, and <!he best place to prove this 
Is in tUn national capital, Washington, 
where th-2 ruouoy is made. 


When old and town paper money has 


boon returned to tho treasury at Wash- 
ington, the United States government 
takes very extraordinary precautions iu 
the destruction of it. 


The United States employs a very large 


force of people who do nothing else but 
destroy this old and mutilated paper 
money that has been withdrawn from 
circulation. 
Whenever n batch of such 


bills as those are turned in to any sub- 
treasury they arc redeemed by having 
new ou£S issued in their stead. 


These old bills are then sent to the 


treasury at Washington and are there 
sorted and seut to what is known as the. 
"redumption division." 
Here they are 


thoroughly examined by experts for the 
purpose of detecting counterfeits. 


After tliis is done, which takes a very 


long time, they are again counted and 
sorted and then tied into bundles of 100 
bills t-ach, and a record of each bundli 
is kept. Then these go to the "destruc- 
tion department," aud here, after they 
are. ugaiu recorded, they are put into 
large piercing machines, and four large 
holos are driven through each bundle. 
'Ihey are next passed to a Machine for 
cutting, and here each bundle is cut 
iato two equal parts. 


From here each half bundle is sent ta 


a different place. One goes to the. office 
of the secretary, and the other goes u> 
tin* office of the registrar. 
In each of 


these places th» tialf notes are agaiu 
counted and a record thereof made. Alt- 
er this has been completed they are sent 
to the "chopping department," whom 
they arc put into machines which cut 
tb«m itito very minute fragments. 


Of these fragments the operators are 


exceedingly careful not to lose one. This 
mass of silk webbed paper, which onca 
represented thousands of dollars of mon- 
ey, is now ready for the "boiling depart- 
ment." 


In this place immense vats of water 


and alkali are kept constantly boiling, 
and into these vats the mass of frag- 
ments of paper-is thrown and thoroughly 
boiled until they become nn unrecogniz- 
able pulp. 
They manufacture this pulp into small 


models of the capitol, the White House, 
busts of Washington, Lincoln, Grant and 
into many other things, and these are 
sold to the department stores, which sell 
them as souvenirs for a small sum.—New 
York Journal.

In the administration of every postoffioo 


there are bound to arise differences be- | 
tween the authorities and the public which ! 
have to be referred to Washington for ad'} 
justmont. There rules are made which, j 
•will fit tho grievances', but the public gon- | 
wally knows'little about thend minor reg- 
ulations. They aropromulgate!, of course, 
in the annual Postofflco Otuuro, but'1 who 
ever'readtrth'ati except forthe'lofiatfon'of . 
offices and the classification of mail mat- ' 
ter?'" A'man may suspect .that his'wife is | 
tenting a postoffioo box from which to , 
get clandestine mail, but he oan't prove It 
by the postofficc, for tho employees are for- 
bidden te tell the name of any person who 
rents a- Box'"or", drawer. Tho Press has 
noted from time to timo some of tho odd 
and least understood of the newer rules, 
and it adds here some others from tbo lat- 
ust monthly supplement of the Quide. 


Soldiers, sailors and marines In the ac- 


tive service of the United ^States are the 
only persons in .the country who can send 
their mail C. O." D. If their letters are 
marked "soldier's letter," "sailor's letter" 
or "marine's letter," as the 'onso may bo, 
nnd under these words appears tho signa- 
nuro of tho commanding officer, the post- 
ago, but at single 'rated'only, will be col- 
lected on delivery. 


It's queer, but If there is postage duo on 


a letter tbe postmaster cannot lawfully 
accept postage. stamps in payment. The 
only legal tender in such a case is money. 


It is possible that tho New York post- 


office authorities have overlooked that gen- 
eral rule for postmasters in the conduct of 
their offices which suys: "It is important 
that mail matter be postmarked in a per- 
fect manner so that euch letter nnd figure 
of tho stamp may bo distinct. 
A failure 


on the part of tho postmaster to postmark 
mail logibly not only reflects upon tho 
management of his office, but renders him 
liable to bo charged with delays which 
huvo not actually occurred at his offlco." 


Not only are postmasters forbidden to 


furnish lists of persons receiving mail 
from their postofJicos. but the wives nnd 
families of tbo postmaster arc also forbid- 
.don to toll what tho head of the family 
may have mentioned. As t<> tbo members 
of his family, tho enforcement of tho pro- 
hibition is left with tho postmaster.—New 
York Press.

•ion made a report on the mental condi 
tion of Jenness Browu and stated that 
Brown, who was indicted for horse 
stealing, was in a groat measure not re 
sponaiblo for his actions, but Judge- 
Wallace said he thought that Brown 
wus not a fit man to be at large on the 
community and it was a question with 
tbe court whether the state piisou or 
the asylum were the proper place for 
him. The physicians favored sending 
liim to tho latter institution. County Bo 
licitorHoyt thought it would be useless 
to send Brown to an asylum as there 
would be no recovery and ouly a slight 
improvement at most. The state, at 
last accepted a plea of not guilty, bj 
reason of insanity uud Judge Wallace 
sent Brown to an asylum. 


The case against Foley was finished 


at 11 40, when tho ]ury retired for thoir 
verdict. Folt-y maintained that while Le 
assaulted Muhur, there wi.s no intention 
to maim or destroy the sight. At 12:40 
the jury came in and announced a ver 
diet of guilty. Foley was sentenced to 
be confined one year in the county jail 
aud to pay costs of prosecution. 
At 


t'ae conclusion of this ciwe tho court ad- 
journed until 2: ;0 in the afternoon. 


Another jury case is tho trial of Frank 


Wiggin, William F. Beebee and Wnrren 
Clark of Danville, who were charged 
with breaking and entering and larceny 
The defendants hud no counsel. 
They 


werd charged with breaking and enter- 
ing the dwellir g of Mohea M. Collins of 
Danville, jn tut) daytime of July 9, last, 
and stealing a desk and a lot of souve- 
nir coins, tbo desk being taken Jrom a 
front room. The state alleged that the 
object of tho burglars was to secure 
money to buy cider and they supposed 
that money wai in the desk. 


FIRE IN KITTERY.

The story and a half wooden dwelling 


occupied by Mrs. MOPCS Leach and 
f,imily at North Kiltery, about four 
cniles from the village, was burned to 
the ground early Monday night aud all 
its c5nknts, except those in one room, 
were destroyed.

THE CURRENCY PRESSURE. 


Increase of Bank Note Circulation 


Aiding in Prevention, of a 


Stringency. 


Nearly $2,000,000 in new banknotes 


above the amounts retired were issued 
by the treasury last weak. Theincreaso 
in circulation since the beginning of th«> 
calendar year has been about $84,000,- 
000, and the amount is likely to soon 
rise to $90,000,000. 
The increase in tbe 


bank note circulation is aiding the treas 
ury materially in preventing striagency 
in the money maiket and meeting the 
demands for currency. 


Operations under the refunding law 


have been active this month, and have 
also contributed to the relief of themon 
ey market.' Exchancea within the past 
three weeks hava been about 80,000,000 
aod the total stood yesterday at $343,826 
100. 


The treasury cash balance stood yes- 


tnrday at SI34,790,242, but the amount 
in the national banks was $97,219,785 
If the latter amount was added to the 
other increases in the available money 
supply, the policy of Congress at its 
last session and of Secretary Gage may 
be said to havo relieved the currency 
pressure by the sum of $210,000,000.
